The Jews also held up a sentry 
and. forced him into the guard 
room, where he and three other 
soldiers were lined up against 
a wall and Killed by guniire 

The saoldlera in the guard 
room were shot In the back, it 
wae later learned. 

* Other Jews held up the signals 
clerk and blew up the radio mast. 

According to offictal reports, 
the Jews took up strategic‘ posi- 
tions |h the camp, and sent 
streams of fire in all directions. 

During this firlng, the com- 
manding officer and one soldier 
were killed, and others wounded. 

The Jews made off with 62 
rifles, 38 Sten guns, 1B Bren guns 
and four® anti-tank rif_les, and a 
quantity of ammunition from 
the camp armoury, Army Head- 
quarters said. 

One of the cars used was an 
armoured personnel carricr be- 
lieved stolen from a police sta- 
tlun, 


Blockade Broken 


Brenking through the Arab 
blockade, a large Jewlsh food 
convoy ‘today reached the belea- 
guered Jewish colony in Old 
Jerusalem, lifting the threat of 
rationing from the 100,000 Jewish 
residents there. A 

It had got through after a six- 
day running fight along the Tel- 
Aviv rond and its arrival was the 
signal for great rejoicing. At 
lenst 10 of the 40 armoured 
vehicles in the convoy were lost 
during heavy Arab attacks when 
they attempted to smash down 
Arab road blocks near Khulda 20 
miles west of Jerusalem. 

. Later, reliable Arab sources 
reported that a striking force 
of armed Haganah men at- 
tacked and captured the village 
of Khulda, The Arab sources 
sald there were only compara- 
tlvely fow Arab guards in tho 
village at the time. 

While the convoy was fighting 
its way through, several Haga- 
nah men had selzed the Arab 
village of Castel, near Jerusalem, 
as part of the manocuvre to 
break the blockade, while British 
troops blew up the Arab road 
blocks, . 

Today, however, a strong Arab 
force developed a_. determined 
counter-attack — on. the_.Haganah 
forces occupying the village and 
the nearby Suba quarries, it was 
seml-offictally reported here. 


Heavy Fighting 


The report said that the Arabs 
had recaptured the Suba quar- 
ries, where over a 100 uniformed 
and steel helmeted Haganoh men 
‘had been entrenched. 

Heavy fightlng raged as the 
Jews fell back on Castel village, 
which the Arabs were trying to 
Isolate. 

A high tower at the quarries 
was blown up and some buildings 


were in flames as the Arabs and 
Jews battled with mortars and 
machine-guns, 

Although the battle was rag- 
ing at the side of the main Jeru- 
salem-Tel Aviv highway, mili- 
tary traffic on the highway was 
not interfered with, 

The latest reports said the 
Arabs, who had built up a cordon 
around Mount Castel, Ave miles 
west of Jerusalem, had linked 
up their flanks and were ad- 
vancing uphill to attack Castel. 


Mortar Fire 

The police statlon. at Beit 
Dajan, on the main Jerusalem- 
Jaffa road, was attacked with 
mortar fire, but no cnsunlties or 
damage was reported. | 

After four Arabs Nad “been 
taken hostage by Jews at Petah 
Tikvoh, cast of Tel Aviv, today, 
Arabs countered by selzing three 
Jews in Jerusalem. 

The Arabs sald the Jews would 
be held untill the fate of the 
Arabs was known.—Reuter,

- BUDGET ° 


For us out here to examine 
Britain's Budget with a view 
to critical analysis smacks a 
little of the impertinent. By 
comparative standards we 
wallow in luxury. The scale 
of our taxation placed along- 
side the burdens of the Bri- 


tish taxpayer scarcely permits | 


of any comparison. 

Nevertheless, there will 
probably be many, reading 
over the. proposals as objec- 
tively as can be, who will be 
inclined to wonder with Mr. 

Churchill whether they are 
well designed to meet the 
real difficulties or to apply 
the right remedies. 

It is to be termed an Incen- 
tive Budget rather than an 
Austerity Budget, little as it 
may do to relieve Britain of 
her austerity existence. In 
that particular, it does not 
vary sharply from predic. 
tions, Where differences do 
eccur, they are rather 
startling. Instead, for in- 
stance, of cutting the price of 
cigarettes, Sir Stafford Cripps 
has added a further 2d. per 


"lpacket, bringing the cost to 


3s, 6d. for 20 (against roughly 
1/- in Hong Kong). He has 
ventured, too, to add a further 
enny to the ‘poor man’s 
Peer and even more to the 
cost of a tot of whisky. 

As compensation, the Chan- |“ 
cellor of the Exchequer makes 
concessions to income tax- 
payers on a substantial scale, 
having the effect, for instance, 
of taking at least half a 
million men out of the income 
tax field completely. He also 
makes reductions in the scale 
of purchase -tax, which will 
have the purpose and effect 
of cutting the retail price of 
large numbers of articles by 
ten per cent. 

He almost guarantees a 
storm in the financial world 
by « collection from invest- 
ment income which he de- 
clines to admit, represents a 
capital-levy,- but -has-the -dis- 
tinct appearance of an ade- 
quate substitute for just that. 

Storm or no storm, the only 
relevant point, of course, is 
whether these variations and 
additions are justified, and 
whether Britain's pressing 
need for a financial policy 
which will valuably con- 
tribute to the problems of re- 
construction and  cconomic 
recovery has been Pensonay 
met,

During the first year of war 
the people still listen to the de- 
livery; they admire the wit and 
the spiritual qualities of the pre- 
sentation, Today they want no- 
thing but facts. 

Gaulelter Florian of Dusseldort 
pald me a visit and presented me 
vith a folder of photographs 
showing how Rheydt Castle in 
my native town is being reno- 
vated and made ‘habitable. 

The renovation {is in excellent 
taste. The castle is to be placed 
at my disposal as a residence. 

The Fuchrer has returned to 
Berlin, He has a very favourable 
opinion of the situation in the 
East.

War on Shipping - 

The Fuchrer places great hopes 
in the war on shipping. In the 
course of the next month we ture 
golng to put Into’ service one and 
a half times as many submarines 
as'are at present on the firing 
line. 

That means that the curve of 
sinkings ‘will rise rapidly again. 
In the Fuchrer's opinion we sbull 
here strike at an especially sensi- 
tlve enemy nerve. 

If Churchill and Roosevelt — a

{hat the German submarine dan- 
ger was eliminated, the hard facts 
of the situation will convince 
them of the opposite.

“apostle of austerity’—today announced a “‘restricted plea-

He imposed heavier taxes on beer, whisky, wines and tobacco, 
and doubled the tax on football pools, the country’s © most 
popular form of gambling. ; 

In his first Budget speach to a packed House of Com- 
mons on the financial and economic situation, 
Sir Stafford balances against these increases o 
more genorous scale of allowances which will 
freo many lower paid workers from income tax 
and reduce the tax payments of most “middle 
class” families with incomes of £350 to £500 a 


ear. 


He also announced changes in the purchase on sales 
tax——the tox on goods regarded as non-essen- 
tial—which, he said, will cut prices by almost 


10 per cent. 


Those who draw income from investments will pay a 
’ new lovy on a graduated scale, rising from 2/—~ 

in the pound sterling on incomes between £250 

and £500, to 10/- in the pound sterling on in- 


comes of £5,000. 

Sir Stafford Cripps’ new taxes 
will bring the price of whisky 
to 33/10d a bottle compared 
with only 12/6d in 1939.

est commodity of all today, 
and wo cannot afford to waate 

a moment of It.” 

Str Stafford also warned of the 
danger of inflation. “There cnn 
be no doubt that during the last 
year, many signs of inflationary 
Pressure were to be observed.” 


Inflationary Pressure 
There would almost certainly 


be a net increase in inflationary 
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tendencies this year os compared 
with last year. 

“It Is clear that, despite the 
large surplus of last year's bud- 
get, Inflationary pressure hos not 
decreased to any marked extent. 

“Therefore, Britain must secure 
an exceptionally large Budget 
surplus—big enough to yield o 
balance after all forms of Gov- 
ernment expenditure have been 
met. , 

“I hope my proposals would 
Prove suMcient without weighing 
unduly heavy on the taxpayers, 
but we must watch the altuation 
nd be able to detect the moment 
when iInflatlonary pressure van= 
shes and gives place to deflation. 

“If such a thing happons, we 
must then make a rapid road- 

Justment of our economic and 

financlal pollcles.”. 

Sir Stafford announced that the 
total revenue for last year was 
£8,845 million—£346 = million 
more than the revised Budget 
estimate of last October.

For -checking. dimensional ac- 
curacy gauging hends can be 
devised quite readily, and the 
equipment Is sensitive, to dimen- 
sional variution, of 1 micro-inch. 

Inspeclon of components in 
respect of their lincar dimensions 
by no means exhausts the pos- 
sibilltics of this electronic com- 
parator, for it opens the way to 


easy Inspection of those factors ‘ 


that formally call for testing to 
destruction. ‘Tho electronic com- 
pnrator can “see? into solid sec- 
tlons and. can be used to detect 
Internal flaws. Castings, welded 
structures and jaminated pro- 
ducts are among the _ things 
that can be. examined non- 
destructively for internal flaws. 
This allows positive inspection 
of vvery component, if desired, 
inatead of the tess sure 
method of testing to destruction 
samples taken from a batch,

LIGHTER SO POPULAR? 


‘It is‘ machined from soltd aluminium 
absolutely fuel tight.-— . 
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-Mentfon of the new G.E.C. 
Radio Compass has been made 
earlier but, since this device is 
the first of its kind to be wholly 
designed’ and manufactured in 
Britain, it merits a fuller des- 
cription, particularly since it is 
to become standard cquipment 
for the Royal Air Force. 

The name “Radio Compass” 
implies’ the function of the 
equipment.: Receiver, aerials 
and circuits combine to produce 
on a 860-degree dial an indica- 
tlon of the bearing of the sta- 
tlon or bencon being received. 
Thus it is possible to home, to 
obtain fixes, or to obtain benr- 
ings at regular intervals for 
normal DD, R._ navigation. 
Physically, the cquipment com- 
prises a receiver, a loop acrial, 
sense aerial, and twin control 
units (one each for navigator 
and pilot), together with a 
large, clear “compnasa” dial for 
the navigator, and a smaller 
repeater for the pilot. 

Loop Aerial 

So many refinements are in- 
corporated in- these casential 
units that only the more strik- 
ing itemn can be detailed. Be- 
sinning, approprintely, with 
the loop acria), this now belics 
its name, for it has been re- 
duced to a flat lozenge-shaped 
coil only a few iaches in depth, 
with fron-dust cores. For re- 
trospective fitting to aircraft 
this loop is enclosed in a hous- 
ing shaped rather like o flat- 
flah; the acrodynamic drag of 
this housing is of the order of 
one-third that of the previously 
used standard 10in loop. For 
incorporation in new aircraft a 
“dish-pan” type of housing is 
used, and the loop atrial fs ac- 
commodated inside the aircraft 
skin 8o that there is no external 
projection. - ; 

In the desigy of the receiver, 
which covers/ the frequency- 
range of beacons and brondcast- 
ing stations, ease of servicing 
has been the guiding line. Unit 
construction has been carried 
to the stage in which the whole 
equipment can be dissembled 
into ten units, including con- 
trols, amplifiers, wavechange 
and condenser drive, generator 
and filter unit, etc. Twenty- 
one valves are employed, all of.

A useful little bending machine 
for tubes, rods or bars is now 
being supplicd by the Tungum 
Sales Company, Ltd., of Chelten- 
ham, Glos, It is made In two 
sizes: to take tubes up to %4in 
and 1%in outside diameter; the 
smaller machine is suitable for 
bench mounting and the larger 
Is usually supplied complete with 
o stand. 


The machine js of all-steel con- 
struction It-is-simple-to-operate 
and sect, ond is particularly suited 
for long run repetition work. 

The base plate of the machine 
is rigidly attached to one end of 
a closed frame formed by extend- 
ing the side members. A central- 
ly-disposed pivot pin in the plate 
is designed to accommodate a 
range of interchangeable formers, 
which can be selected according 
to the radius required on the 
work. A series of Interchangeable 
rollers is supplicd for the bend- 
ing orm, and - an-- adjustment 
screw incorporated in the’ arm 
permits accurate setting of the 
rollers in relation to slipper 
blocks, which are inserted be- 
tween the _ rollers and the work 
on the former. A circular plate 
fixed below the former has a 
series of holes round Its circum- 
ference.)In these holes stops can 
be inserted to set the angularity 
of the work being bent in in- 
erements of 1 deg. 

Extending seross. the base 
plate in front of the former is a

On “A.D.F." the’ loop is 
driven through o differential 
gear by two-small motors: run- 
ning in opposition.

When a station is tuned-in and, 
therefore, a signal in present, 
one motor is speeded up and the 
other slowed down. ‘As a re- 
sult there is a drive in one di- 
rection and the loop is rotated.

The 
bearings gbtained in this way 
are accurate to one degree, or 
better, than one degree on 
strong signals. Incidentally, 
while.on “A.D.F." the loop mo- 
tors run continously so that no 
errors due to starting condi- 
tions are introduced. 

' Flexibility . 

It will have been noted that 
there are no mechanical remote 
controls.

Manila, Apr. 7. 

One Senator suffered a black- 
eye and a Congressman a 
bruised check in a accond round 
of fisticuffs which started inside 
the session hall of the Lower 
House of the Philippine Con- 
gress late yesterday, and finisn- 
adon the sidewalk just outside. 


From a purely pugilistle point 
of view, the victory went to 
Congressman Domingo Veloso of 
Leyte, who not only gave 
shiner to Leyte Senator Carlos 
Ton, but also—so Manila  poli-

Lake Success, Apr. 8. 

The Jewish Agency declared 
In a letter to the United Nations’ 
Palestine Commission today that 
100,000 Jews orc threatencd 
with starvation in Jerusalem, 
“os a result of the indifference of 
of the mandatory Government - 
to the depredations of arméd 
Arab gangs." 

The tctter, calling attention to 
the Increasing “netivity of’ the 
food situation in Jerusalem", was 
slgned by Moshe Shertok, head 
of the Political Department . of 
the Agency.

“Whatever food now reaches 
Jerusniem for the Jewish - pow 
pulation arrives through tho cf- 
forts and usually through fhe: . 
self-sacrifice of ‘Jewish defen’ 
ders.”

mission to request Britain to ace 
copt responsibility for: convoying 
supplies to Jerusatem until’ the 
end of the ‘mandate.—Reuter.
